WARREN ROUTS BOER FORCE. 


The British Column Operating on the 
Orange River Southwest of Kimberley. 

DOUGLAS, Cape Colony, Tuesday, May 
233.—A force under Gen. Warren, consisting 
of mounted infantry, imperial yeomanry 
and two guns of the Canadian Artillery, 
left Rooj Pan, Cape Colony. on the night 
of May ® and marched in two columns 
under Cols. Hughes and Spence, Nothing 
was seen of the Boers until the British were 
‘within two miles of Douglas, when a few 
shells from the Canadian artillery sent the 
burghers in full retreat towards Douglas. 

(‘ol, Hughes’ column advanced in skir- 
mishing order, and after a lengthy ex- 
change of shots, the Boers fled, on ving 
their laager and a quantity of stores an 
ammunition. Again to-day 30 Boers opened 
a hot fire on a detachment of yeomanry, 
and the Canadian artillery repeated their 
excellent practice and compelled the enemy 
to retire.

It is reported from Pietermaritzburg that 
the Bvers have quitted Natal, hsving entire- 
ly abandoned their positions at Laing’s Nek. 
Gen. Buller, however, in his telegram from 
Newcastle vesterday, says noth.ng to war- 
fant such a report, and it shouid be re- 
ceived with caution. Laing’s Nek is a 
place of xreai natural strength, and it is 
almost inconceivable that the Boers should 
make a present of it to Buller without a 
struggle. 

Other telegrams say that the Boers, after 
blowing up the tunnel, actually continued 
their retreat to Sand Spruit, but came pack 
to Laing’s Nek, presumably in obedience 
to orders from Pretcria tefore the arrival 
of Gen. Dundonald and his cavalry. 

It is stated that the Boers have cut off 
the water supply of Newcastle, thereby 
causing great inconvenience. 

The method employed by the Boers in 
wrecking the railway tunnel at Laing’s 
Nek. news of which was recently cabled, 
fe said to have been novel. They started 
engines, loaded with dynarnite, into the 
tunnel from each end. The locomotives 
came together with a terrible crash, the 
Shock exploding the dynamite, which com- 
pletely wrecked the tunnel. 


Douglas is on the Orange River, about 100 miles 
southwest of Kimberley. Gen. Warren's force, 
formerly with Buller’s army, was some time ago 
sent to join Roberts’ army.

The mines are situated at Cumnock, in 
Chatham County, about six miles from San- 
ford. The explosion occurred at 4:30 o'clock 
and is supposed to have been caused by a 
broken gauze in‘a safety lamp. The ac- 
cident was in what is known as the East 
Heading and between forty and fifty men 
were in the mine at the time. Five were 
brought out alive from the East Heading, 
while none of the men in the other parts 
of the mine were injured. 

The disaster that occurred yesterday is 
the fourth and in the disasters about eighty- 
five men have lost their lives and many 
others have been injured.

RESOLUTIONS ON IMPORTATION 


Prohibits Canned Meat or Sausage and 
Regulates Admission of 
Fresh Meats, 


BERLIN, May 23.—The Reichstag to- 
day, voting by roll-call, adopted the meat 
bill Dy 168 to 123 votes, 

As it has passed the Reichstag, in addi- 
tion to prohibiting the importation of 
canned or sausage meat, the bill provides 
that until Dec. 31, 1903, the importation of 
fresh meat shall only be allowed in whole 
or, in certain cases, in half carcasses and 
that the tmportation of prepared meat 
shall only be permitted when it is proved 
to be innocuous, which is regarded as being 
impossible of proof in the case of consign- 
ments of salt meat under four kilogrammes 
in weight. The bill also provides that after 
1X8 the importation of meat shall either 
be regulated ~~ fresh legislation or the 
above mention provisions remain in force.

of 40 days. Not even water was to be par- 
taken of during that period. Further, it 
was declared that the converts should re- 
peat the starvation process yearly, some 
time between :April 1 and the end of 
June. 

As a reward for self-torment and con- 
tinual prayer the disciples of the new creed 
were promised that a personal visit from 
Christ would. be made to them in the year 
1906. He-would :come down, declared the 
new apostle, and gather together those 
who had fasted regularly according to the 
rule, taking themjhaek ‘to heaven’ With: hit 
in a golden chamiét as big us half'a dozen 
ships. 

The preachings continued urminterruptedly 
until ten days ago, when it was found that 
an old colored w an had died of starva- 
tion resulting from the religious fast, and 
that many others, both male and female, 
were either on the verge of illness or en- 
tirely bedridden ‘through weakness from 
lack of nourishment. It is said that sev- 
eral hundred attempted to obey Percy’s 
orders, and that he himself began his an- 
| fast about two days after his ar- 
rival. 

When this state of affairs was discovered 
Percy and four men who had been especial- 
ly zealous in assisting to promote ‘‘the 
faith’’ were arrested and confined in the 
county jail.

UNITED STATES OF AUSTRALIA. 


House of Commons Passed the Federa- 
tion Bill. 
LONDON, May 23.—The commonwealth of 
Australia bill, which paseed its second read- 
ing in the House of Commons yesterday, 
welds the five Australian colonies into a 
commonwealth which will control every- 
thing affecting the exterior relations of the 
colonies concerned, and the bill now stands 
exactly as it was formulated by the colonies, 
except as regards the clause dealing with 
the right to appeal to the Privy Council by 


the Australian states. All questions as to 
thelimits of the constitutional powers of 
the commonwealth and of the etates, and 
as to the limits of such powers between the 
different states, left to the fina] decision of 
the high court of the commonwealth. Cases 
that appear in the foregoing classes will lie 
in the Privy Council only by consent of the 
governments concerned. In all other cases 
the right of appeal remeins unimpaired.
